Jumps K's Ship 


NEW YORK (A P)—An Estonian 
sailor 
from 
Soviet 
P r e m i e r 
Khrushchev's own ship, t^e B»l- 
tika, fled the ship Monday while 
visiting the city with companions, 
and has requested political asy­ 
lum. 
He 
was 
identified 
as 
Victor 
Jaanim ets, 29, an oiler on the ship 
which brought 
Khrushchev here 
for the U. N. General Assembly. 
The Immigration and Naturali­ 
zation Service said today Jaani­ 
mets "is presently in our custo­ 
dy in tills building and w i l l re ­ 
main until his story is checked 
out and we determ ine that he is a 
bona fide political refugee.” 
In Washington the Jus ice De­ 
partm ent 
said 
no 
decision 
has 
been reached as yet on the m at­ 
ter of granting asylum to Jaani­ 
mets. 
D epartm ent officials said, "his 
present status is that of an alien 
who illegally jumped his ship.” 
" I ’ve had my fill of Khrush­ 
chev. He is a tyrant 
—Another 
Hitler,” 
the 
Journal American 
quoted him as .saying in a copy­ 
right interview. 
The 
Jourmal-American 
story 
carried the byline of George Car- 
pozi Jr., with Richard Piperno, 
Don Vandergrift and Frank Bor- 
sky. It quoted the defector as say­ 
ing: 
"I 
have been in 
America 
only a short time but I have seen 
enough to know that all the bad 
things said about your country in 
the Soviet Union is propaganda. 
The Russ an people are told noth­ 
ing but lies, lies, lies.” 
Jaanim ets said through an in­ 
terpreter that "there are others 
on the ship who will try and get 
away now that I’ve escaped. Half 
the 
crew, 
maybe 
more, 
would 
walk off right now if they could, 
and never go back.” 
"I am lucky to have escaped 
and I never want to go back. I 
know what this means. My fam ­ 
ily, my mother and my three sis­ 
ters and brother may suffer. They 
will suffer. The Russians will un­ 
doubtedly retaliate against them. 
I feel badly leaving them behind. 
But I cannot help it. I am fed 
up. I must live my own life at 
liberty. I am lucky to have es- 


Khrush Beaten 
On Two Issues 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP)

Khrushchev, 
badly 
beaten again on two key issues 
in the United Nations, appeared 
ready today to abandon the driv^. 
to put over his disarm am ent plan

Khrushchev has indicated that 
he wants to try again, in a special 
session, after inauguration of a 
new U.S. president. 
D isarm am ent comes up for dis­ 
cussion in the Assembly this after­ 
noon with the Soviet Union lead­ 
ing off. Khrushchev is slated to 
speak.

night 
voted by wide m argins to include 
on its agenda for discussion the 
situation in H ungary since t h e 
1956 rebellion and 
an airing of

Chinese 
aggression against Tibet. 
Communist 
delegates

hard to keep both topics off the 
agenda, passionately arguing that 
both were "dom estic affairs.” But 
the vote went against them, 49-13 
with 35 abstentions on Tibet. It

the Hungarian question. 
The Assembly 
also agreed to 
discuss complaints of racial dis­ 
crimination in the Union of South 
Africa and the Algerian question 
—a pair of Assembly perennials 
—and the Soviet charge that the 
U2 and other U.S.

“ When I left the ship with Si­ 
mon, escape was uppermost on 
my mind. My leave was for five 
hours, until 5 o’clock. We walked 
along a busy street not too very 
far from the ship.

We came 
to a res aurant and went in tor 
something to eat. While we were 
at the table, I got up to go to the 
men’s room. I was looking to see 
how I could get away.

I 
prayed it would open to my free­ 
dom. I went up and turned the 
knob. I opened it. It was another 
way out! 
"I ran like anything. Then when

"I tried to tell him in my awful 
bad English that I was from the

book in the back of the saloon and 
looked up the Estonia House and 
telephoned there. 
When Immigration and N atural­ 
ization Service officials *-ere were 
notified, it was said, they direct­ 
ed tha, Jaanim ets be brougnt to 
them.

EN ROUTE WITH NIXON (AP) 
—Vice President Richard M. Nix­ 
on is putting new stress on an old 
issue as he makes his bid for the 
winning of the West. Everywhere 
Nixon goes he talks peace, and 
every time he talks peace, he gets 
applause. 
Nixon, encouraged by the recep­ 
tion 
and the 
apparent endorse­ 
ment of a Mormon Church leader 
he got in Utah, moved on today 
to Albuquerque. N.M., and then 
to San Diego in an attem pt to 
round up California’s bloc of 32 
electoral votes. 
In Salt Lake City Monday Nix­ 
on 
got 
what 
sounded 
like 
the 
blessing of President 
David O. 
McKay of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. 
Two weeks ago McKay seemed 
unusually friendly to Sen. John F 
Kennedy when he dropped by to 
pay his respects. 
But 
Nixon 
got 
m ore than 
a 
friendly greeting. 
"I told your com pe'itor,” Mc­ 
Kay informed Nixon, "th at if he 
is 
successful 
in November, 
we 
would be behind him. I say to 
you today that I hope you are.” 
Elated Utah 
Republicans 
who 
heard it regarded the statement 
as an endorsement, unprecedent­ 
ed in church history. 
Republicans, 
who 
thought the 
state was leaning toward Nixon 
anyway, now figure that with the 
McKay 
statement 
U tah’s 
four 
electoral votes are in the bag. 
Both 
candidates 
have 
worked 
the peace issue in this campaign— 
naturally, they’re both for it—but 
Nixon seems to put unusual stress 
on it. 
In Salt Lake City in the huge 
Mormon Tabernacle, he again a t­ 
tempted to make the Republican 
party the party of peace. 
Nixon said of the American peo­ 
ple: “ They can be forever grate­ 
ful to Dwight D. Eisenhower that 
he got us out of one war that he 
kept us out of any others, and 
that there is peace without sur­ 
render in the world today.”

Earlier, in Denver, he put it 
this way: “ President Eisenhower 
has stood for peace. He’s always 
been willing to go the extra mile, 
to negotiate, but he has also stood 
for principle, and that is what we 
must do—firmness without bellig­ 
erence.”

COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P) - Offi­ 
cial Weather Bureau summary of 
Ohio’s weather outlook: 
A large mound of high pressure 
with its center over Tennessee 
dominated the Ohio weather dur­ 
ing Monday night. Clear skies pre­ 
vailed in all sections, with cool 
temperatures in the 40s. 
This 
combination 
again 
pro­ 
duced early morning fog in the 
valleys of the southeast portion 
and along the Ohio River . 
Early rn o r n ing temperatures 
ranged from 43 at Zanesville to 52 
in Findlay. Cleveland had 47, Co­ 
lumbus had 45 and Cincinnati 49. 
The high pressure will continue 
to dominate the weather t o d a y , 
with mostly sunny and warm con­ 
ditions in ail sections. A weak 
weather front will move into the 
northern section tonight, produc­ 
ing variable cloudiness b u t no 
rain, while fair skies will contin­ 
ue over the central and south por­ 
tions. 
Little change in temperatures is 
foreseen tonight.

The idle rate of 5.7 per cent is 
about the same as a year ago 
during the steel strike, and high­ 
er than any month this year ex­ 
cept August.
